Plot Against Prince Ferdinand.—Accordinz to 
news from Vienna, a plot has bren discovered against the 
life of Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, who-has received 
several letters threatening him with assassination if he 
continues hostile to a war with Turkey. It is understood 
that several of the conspirators who have been arrested 
have been acting in conjunction with the Montenegrins. 
Near Amatoro 1200 Turkish troops surrounded 200 Bul- 
garians, whose leaders were killed in attempting to esenpe. 
In an encounter with Turkish troops near Petritch recently, 
the notorious Bulgurian brigand, Alexis, and several 
members of hís band were killed, while many prisoners 
were made.
